Tells Color Choices 


Color combinations of black and 
scarlet, black and old gold, scarlet 
and old gold, and purple and white 
are to be placed on the preferential 
ballot of Monday, May 14, as the re- 
sult of a unanimous’ motion passed 
by the executive board in special 
session Friday. Other combinations 
may be added by students through 
petitions. 

The committee gave its reasons for 
and against the different color com- 
binations. Black was chosen because 
of its servicability and scarlet be- 
cause it livened up the black so well 
and was typically Spanish. Black and 
gold was chosen because of its suit- 
ability for decoration. Scarlet and 
gold was chosen because they are 
the colors of the Spanish flag. Purple 
and white was added to satisfy some 
who think the last election was not 
fair and because the committee felt 
it was not right to make a petition 
necessary for these colors when none 
was required for others. 

It was shown, however, that the 
best grade of dye used in purple is 
only as good, or not so good as the 
poorest grade of dye used in the 
other colors. 

It was also pointed out that no 
junior college has black and scarlet, 
or black and gold as school colors.
